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Mandatory recycling on its way

WILMINGTON - Among the 
typical New Year’s resolutions, 
such as exercising and eating 
better, Wilmington residents 
are reminded to add one more 
to the list - recycle carefully - 
because a recycling educa- 
tion/enforcement plan goes into 
effect later this month. 

At a November meeting, 
Selectmen unanimously 


endorsed a recommendation by 
Superintendent of Public Works 
Donald Onusseit to phase in a 
full enforcement of the Town's 
Recycling By-Law, which reads: 

Chapter 5, Section 2A Solid 
Waste Disposal (Recycling): In 
order to implement a program 
of recycling in conjunction with 
the regular solid waste collec- 
tion, residents of every house- 
hold are required to separate 


recyclable material from the 
solid waste stream and to 
deposit the material for collec- 
tion as prescribed by rules and 
regulations as may be estab- 
lished by the Board of 
Selectmen. The Selectmen 
may establish regulations gov- 
erning the location and method 
for collection of recycling mate- 
rial. Failure to separate recy-

Wilmington man arraigned 


D.A. says Contrada is organized crime boss 


WILMINGTON - __ Steven, 
Contrada, 54, of Wilmington 
was arraigned in Woburn 
District Court. Monday on 
numerous gaming charges 
along with eight other mem- 
bers of his alleged organiza- 
tion. An investigation by 
Massachusetts State Police 
Special Services Division and 
attorneys from the Middlesex 
District Attorney's PACT Unit 
revealed activities of two crime 
rings, one headed by Peter 
Limone of Malden, previously 
arrested, and the other run by 
Contrada. 

Contrada, along with eight 
others, was arraigned in the 
Clerk Magistrate’s session and 
released on personal recog- 
nizance with the condition that 
he. surrender his passport to 
probation. The suspects are all 
due back in court February 6, 
2009, for a pre-trial conference, 

Details of the investigation, 
included in a statement from 
the Middlesex 


rast all the members were 
involved in bookmaking to 
varying degrees, and are 
charged with illegal gaming 
crimes, not loan sharking or 
extortion crimes. 

Investigators used wiretap- 
ping, visual surveillance, and 
telephone and business record

Half-brother of entertainer Dane Cook 
accused of stealing millions

WILMINGTON - 2008 surely 


didn’t end the way Darryl 
McCauley expected it would. 
The Wilmington resident was 
arrested for bilking his brother 
and client, well-known enter- 
tainer Dane Cook, for millions 
of dollars. 

The arrest came after an 
investigation by Massachusetts 
State Police assigned to the 
Attorney General’s Office, 
prompted by McCauley’s client 
and half-brother, Dane Cook, 
and Cook’s attorney. According 
to a statement from Attorney 
General’s office McCauley was 
Cook’s business manager from 
the early 1990’s until December 
2008. 

“As business manager, 
McCauley was responsible for 
the management of his client's 
financial affairs, including the 
receipt and payment of bills; 


agement of the client's income 
and revenue from various busi- 
ness ventures in which his for- 
mer client controlled,” said the 
statement 

The AG's office alleges that 
between July 2007 and 
December 2008, McCauley, 43, 
stole millions of dollars from 
Cook’s: business accounts by 
transferring those funds to his 
own personal accounts and, in 
one instance, forging a three 
million dollar check written 
from his client's account to 
himself, 

Authorities allege _ that 
McCauley used the money for 
personal use and made the 
transfers without the knowl- 
edge or consent of his client.

TAX BILL

Enterprise Fund, which, at 
$1,889,390 represents 35 percent 
of the $5.3 million budget. 
“Based on this information 
and past history the Town will 
not attain sufficient water rate 
commitments during the 


remainder of the year to bal- 
ance the budget,” said 
Cressman. 


According to financial docu- 
ments, the Water Enterprise 
Fund carries a roughly $300,000 
deficit. 

During Tuesday’s Board of 
Selectman meeting, Selectman 
Jerry Selissen called on 
Cressman to research four 
areas where the town can 
potentially save money with 
regard to water rates, postpon- 
ing a vote on the measure that 
had been slated for January 6. 

Selissen is asking for Capital 
Improvement Analysis (with 
the possibility of moving major 
capital pieces outside the water 
fund and into the regular tax 
roles), expediting installation 
of new water meters to gain 
more control over the excessive 
amount of water that is lost 
annually on the old meters. 
Selissen also asked if the town 
could consider moving to quar- 
terly billing, helping residents 
pay hefty summer charges, as 
well as devise a new plan to 
deal with cash flow at the end 


of the year. 
“All those aside, I think a rate 
increase at this point is 


inevitable,” said Selissen, ask- 
ing that a more conservative 
water plan be mapped out for 


this 


future seasons to avoid fluctua- 
tion. 

Selectman Doug Sears 
chimed in with a request that 
Cressman analyze each point 
so the board can make the most 
informed decision. 

Johnson echoed Selissen’s 
comments, acknowledging that 
a rate hike is likely. He also 
added that Tuesday’s non- 
action was not an “avoidance 
issue,” but rather a means to 
maximize savings to minimize 
rate increases. 

Selissen and Selectman Anne- 
Marie Stronach discussed the 


type of rate increase to utilize, 


which Selissen coined a “step” 
increase versus an “incremen- 
tal” increase. Selissen said that 
step increases are one time 
increases that last three to four 
years whereas incremental 
increases adjust to rise with 
inflation annually. 

Stronach supported the step 
increase concept with the 
caveat that the board “can 
assure people we won't turn 
into an incremental 
increase.” 

Cressman’s numbers indicate 
a ten percent water rate 
increase as of January 7. For 
residents consuming between 0 
and 59,999 gallons annually the 
cost increase will be just under 
$9. Residents using between 
600,000 and 149,999 annually 
will see an increase of $24.96. 
Super users, those using over 
150,000 gallons, will see an 
increase of $64.84.

TEWKSBURY - The mission of 
the Make-A-Wish Foundation of 


medical conditions to enrich the 
human experience with hope, 
strength, and joy. 

Meghan McCarthy of 
Tewksbury who has been waging 
a war against an inoperable 
brain tumor since June of 2007 
was recently notified that the 
Make-A-Wish Foundation grant- 
ed her wish to swim with dol- 
phins. So, in late February or 
early March, Meghan, her moth- 
er, Lee, her father, Jim, and her 
two brothers, Teagan and Tyler, 
will travel to the Atlantis in the 
Bahamas where she will get her 
opportunity to swim with the 
dolphins. 

Before granting a wish, the 
Foundation goes through a 
series of reviews. The process 
began when Meghan’s counselor 
let the Make-A-Wish Foundation 
of Massachusetts know about 
Meghan and her life-threatening 
condition.

A team of two people came to 
visit Meghan to interview her 
and fine-tune her wish. 
According to Lee McCarthy, they 
break down wishes into four cat- 
egories that may be requested: I 
want to be something; I want to

Meghan's first instinct was to 
request another meeting with 
Dustin Pedroia but, after some 
deliberation, she decided that 
swimming with the dolphins 
would be very exciting and her

experience with her. 

In December the McCarthy 
family had another choice to 
make - the next course of treat- 
ment for Meghan. After much 
research and deliberation, they 
opted for one of the two proto- 
cols - a combination of Avastin, 
which prevents the production of 
blood vessels that would supply 
blood to the tumor and will be 
infused at Dana-Farber Hospital 
in Boston every other week, and 
Temodar, which is the 
chemotherapy Meghan has been 
receiving for the last year and a 
half. </ 


Meghan will begin her treat- 
ment of Avastin this week and 
she will be given Temodar orally 
for five days every 7 to 8 weeks. 

Meghan’s mom, Lee, relates, 
“Meghan will not lose her hair 
again, which is. very important 
for a sixteen year old girl. In 
fact, other than the five-day 


period every seven to eight 
weeks when she is having 


chemotherapy treatments, she 
should be able to maintain a 
pretty normal schedule.” 

Unfortunately, one of the 
drugs, Avastin, is extremely 
expensive and may not be cov- 
ered by her health insurance, but 
“Meghan’s Miracle” fundraiser 
held in July of 2007 may help to 
fund her treatment. 

However, according to Lee, the 
McCarthys have a lot to be 
thankful for, “We are very grate- 
ful for the opportunity to contin- 
ue treatment and to all the won- 
derful people who supported 
Meghan’s fundraiser back in 
July of 2007. Your hard work 
and generosity will now be put to 
good use in the event we need to 
privately pay for this treat- 
ment.” 

Friends, family, and members 
of the community have been 
apprised of every step in 
Meghan's __ treatment and 
progress over the past year and 
a half on www.carepages.com 
where they can get daily updates 
and offer their support, too. 
Meghan has been called 
“Tewksbury Tough” and uses 
that moniker on that website. 

From the time Meghan was 
diagnosed with an inoperable 
brain tumor she has received 
much support and count 
prayers in hopes of “Megha 
Miracle” and she has been a 
source of inspiration to all who 
know her.

Justin DiRienzo and Nick Riccio 
St. John’s Prep duo come 
back for home town clash

Wearing blue and white jer- 
séys with the numbers 12 and 22 
tthe back, Wilmington resi- 
dents Justin DiRienzo and Nick 
Riccio were in, front of the 
Wilmington based crowd facing 
one of the best teams in the 
entire state last Tuesday after- 
noon against Catholic 
Memorial. But instead of lacing 
up their skates for the return- 
ing Division 2 state finalist 
Wildcats, the captains put forth 
tremendous efforts as members 
of the St. John's Prep Eagles, 
who fell to the Catholic 
Memorial Knights at Ristuccia 

Arena by a score of 5-1. 

It marked the third loss of the 
season for the Eagles, as they 
fell to 0-3-1, It was not until this 
past Saturday that the Eagles 
put a win on the board as they 
dominated Woburn High School 
6-1 at Ristuccia. 

DiRienzo and Riccio, both 17, 
each know that they are going 
to have give great perfor- 
mances each and every night if 
the Eagles expect to be con- 
tenders for the State 
‘Tournament. The team has got- 
ten out to a slow start through 
five games, as they are cur- 
rently 1-3-1, but the Eagles still 
have 15 games remaining on 
their schedule. This means 
many plenty of time for the two 
captains to accomplish their 
personal and team-oriented 
goals. 

“I would like to play my hard- 
est and lead the team the best 

“t said DiRienzo; a 
forward on the team. “I hope as 
a team we can make the play- 
offs and then continue as far as 
we possibly can.” 

“I hope to keep playing well, 
get better every game, and also 
to know where I will be playing 
next year by the end of the sea- 
son,” said Riccio, a defense- 
man on the team. “For the 
team I hope that we can turn 
our season around and manage 
to get into the Super 8 
Tournament for my third con- 
secutive year, but I will be fine 
with just making the State 
‘Tournament if that is the best 
we can do.” 

Getting into any tournament 
is always a challenge for the 
Eagles, as they play in The 
Catholic Conference, which is 
widely regarded as_ the 
strongest and most difficult 
league in the state. The Eagles 
hever get an easy opponent on 
any given night, as their oppo- 
nefits are all very competitive 
and talented. 


As captain Riccio said he has 
many responsibilities, as he 
always wants to make sure the 
team never gets down on them- 
selves. 

“We have a very young team 
this year for the most part, 
with only six seniors on the 
team, so my role is to help calm 
the younger kids down and to 
keep their spirits up because it 
is easy to get down on yourself 
with the tough schedule we 
play,” said Riccio. 

DiRienzo shares the same 
responsibilities with Riccio, as 
he does his best to get the team 
focused for every game. 

“I get the team prepared and 
ready for every game through- 
out the whole week and on 
game day,” said DiRienzo. 
“Even with the slow start 
everyone is still in the right 
mindset.” 

Riccio and DiRienzo said bal- 
ancing hockey with school, 
work and their other priorities 
can be difficult but they have 
both been able to work through 
it with good time management 
skills. 

“It's tough with the social 
part of it, as I do not see my 
friends often since we do not 
have many nights off so during 
hockey season,“ said Riccio. “I 
have the whole afternoon to get 
my schoolwork done because 
we do not practice until 8:20 at 
night, so that is not too hard.” 

“It’s a challenge at first but 
with practice late at nights I 
am able to do homework when 
I get home and then rest and 
eat before practice,” said 
DiRienzo. 

DiRienzo added that he 
spends many of his hours train- 
ing to become a better hockey 
player throughout the season 
and throughout the off-season. 

“During the summer I go to 
the gym as much as I can and 
play as much as I can to stay in 
shape,” said DiRienzo. “During 
the season I just practice with 
the team four times a week and 
prepare for the games.” 

Riccio said he spends many 
hours of his days training to 
become a more skilled hockey 
athlete too. 

“During the season I put in 
roughly two hours a day of 
training and practicing, but in 
the off-season I usually spend 
at least four hours a day 
between working out, shooting 
pucks, and being on the ice,” 
said Riccio. 

Kristian Hanson is the Head 
Coach of the St. John’s Prep 
hockey team, and he said 
DiRienzo and Riccio are doing

an excellent job in their roles 
as captains of the team. 

“Justin and Nick are doing 
great,” said Hanson, who is 
coaching his second season at 
St. John’s after spending the 
previous seven years coaching 
at Salem High School. 

“They Were chosen by their 
teammates to be captains, and 
they are respected by their 
peers. We're very happy to have 
both of them.” 

Hanson said that DiRienzo 
and Riccio both lead their team 
in different ways. 

“They both kind of take a dif- 
ferent approach,” said Hanson. 
“Nick has always been a lead 
by example type of guy. He’s a 
really tough kid on the ice who 
logs a lot of minutes for us. 

“We rely heavily on Justin on 
the ice as well. He plays a ton 
of minutes for us just like Nick 
does. Justin communicates well 
with the younger kids and the 
kids feel comfortable talking to 
him.” 

Hanson has many goals for 
DiRienzo and Riccio for the 
remainder of the season, as he 
would like to see them progress 
and continue to lead by exam- 
ple. 

“I just want to see them 
improve every game out,” said 
Hanson. “Just because they're 
seniors doesn’t mean their 
games are not improving all 
the time. 

“We play such a tough sched- 
ule that we rely so much on 
Nick and Justin and the few 
other seniors to be leaders on 
and off the ice. I want them to 
continue to teach the younger 
guys what needs to be done. 
The more effective they are at 
that the better we're going to 
be” 

DiRienzo said Hanson has 
been a great coach as he is 
very knowledgeable about the 
sport of hockey. 

“This is just his second year 
with me but he knows the game 
very well and helps a lot,” said 
DiRienzo. 

Riccio said Hanson and all 
the coaches he has had at St 
John’s have helped him 
improve as a hockey player. 

“We got new coaches after my 
sophomore year, so both groups 
of coaches have had a tremen- 
dous influence on me as a per- 
son and a player, and I thank 
all of the coaches for all they 
have done for me,” said Riccio. 

Riccio also said many people 
have had an impact on his 
hockey career, especially his 
mother who gives her son plen- 
ty of advice.

“There have been many peo- 
ple who have influenced my 
hockey career, with too many to 
name,” said Riccio.

With about ten seconds left 
of the first quarter of Tuesday 
night’s contest against the 
undefeated North Reading 
Hornets, Wilmington High 
senior Stephen Stewart scored 
going up strong.

Chronic Obstructive Pulmonary Disease 
Do you have genetic COPD? 


To everyone around her, 
Melissa Biggs appeared to have 
it all - a thriving acting career, 
a successful clothing line that 
was attracting international at- 
tention, and an adoring daugh- 
ter. What people didn't know 
was that for years, Melissa suf- 
fered from severe breathing 
problems, extreme shortness of 
breath, and that her doctors 
couldn't find the cause. 

After multiple breathing-re- 
lated incidents, including a col- 
lapse while she was rehearsing 
a scene on the set of the televi- 
sion 
Melissa was finally diagnosed 
with Alpha-1 Antitrypsin Defi- 
ciency, or AATD. AATD is often 
referred to as a genetic form of 
Chronic Obstructive Pul- 
monary Disease, or COPD- 

According to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven- 
tion, COPD is the fourth lead- 
ing killer in the United States 
and is also widely recognized 
as one of the most common 
causes of disability. The Na- 
tional Institutes of Health 
(NIH) estimates that 12 million 
individuals have been diag- 
nosed with COPD in the U.S. 
alone, with an additional 12 
million people being sympto- 
matic or in the process of de- 
veloping COPD. It is thought to 
affect primarily smokers and 
the elderly, though the number 
of younger people diagnosed is 
slowly increasing. 

What many people don't 
know is that COPD has a ge- 
netic form — AATD — which is 
extremely under- or misdiag- 
nosed. Of the estimated 100,000 
people in the U.S. who may 
have this disorder, 95 percent 
have not yet been diagnosed. A

recent study conducted by the 
Respiratory and Allergic Dis- 
ease Foundation found that 
more than 3 percent of study 
participants diagnosed with se- 
vere asthma or COPD actually 
tested positive for low levels of 
alpha-1 antitrypsin. Alpha-1 an- 
titrypsin is a protein produced 
by the liver that protects the 
lungs from being damaged. A 
lack of this protein in the body 
is the cause of this disorder. 
Symptoms of AATD include 
shortness of breath, wheezing, 
repeated lung infections, and 
cough. In its late stages or if 
left untreated, AATD can cause 
significant lung damage, em- 
physema, and cirrhosis of the 
liver. 

On average, it takes patients 
six years to obtain a proper di- 
agnosis of AATD because tests 
for the condition aren't often 
performed. The condition is ge- 
netic, and Melissa urged her 
family members and daughter

"A simple blood test is all 
that is needed to detect AATD," 
said Peter Wagner, MD, former 
president of the American Tho- 
racic Society. "Receiving a 
proper and prompt diagnosis 
can make a real difference in 
the lives of patients by allowing 
them to receive appropriate 
medical care sooner and can 
have a profound impact on a 
family's health for generations 
to come."
